Claim 1 is the sole independent claim. The subject matter of claim 1 relates to 
an acoustic window comprised of a core material sandwiched between two septa. 
Claim 1 is allowable over the prior art acoustic windows by claiming specific, novel and 
unobvious material characteristics for the core and septa that allow for uniform 
transmission loss at an angle of between -40 degrees to +40 degrees. A specific septa 
thickness of less than 0.10 A m , and a core shear loss factor of greater than 0.02 are 
critical factors in achieving angular uniformity.
